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GRASSHOPPER CONTROL 


It now seems certain that in some 
sections at least, a grasshopper fight 
will again have to be waged this year. 
Already grasshoppers are hatching 
and dam age has been reported 
in 
some localities. 
With the great num ­ 
ber of eggs found in the soil, extend­ 
ed 
damage, 
especially 
if 
warm 
showers occur during April to hasten 
hatching is expected. 
It is believed 
that the infestation will extend over 
most of the territory dam aged last 
year, and into adjoining sections be­ 
sides, where the hoppers m igrated in 
late sum m er and fall for egg-hateh- 
ing. 
Our “ differenttai” hopper, 
yellow 
when full grow n, does the most dam ­ 
age, except in localities w here the 
“ jum bo” is a pest. 
These two may 
be expected to commence hatching 
about the middle of April, and dam ­ 
age to cultivated crops will occur 
about the middle of May and there­ 
after. 
Numbers of 
grasshoppers 
have already hatched, but most of 
these are species that ordinarily do 
not dam age cultivated crops, it is 
thought control of them will be un­ 
necessary. 
They should be closely 
watched however, and 
poisoned 
if 
found attacking valuable crops. 
Last year 
farm er* 
would 
have 
saved much more had they commenc­ 
ed lighting the hoppers sooner. This 
> ear, being prepared 
by 
warnings 
and profiting by previous experience, 
they should be able to save all 
of 
their crops and at a less cost. Instead 
of fighting them as they ittack the 
cotton and cora, farm ers should pois­ 
on them w here they are found hatch 
mg rn low grass 
land 
and 
along 
stream banks. 
The places 
where 
thev were observed congregating in 
large num bers during August 
and 
thiough the fall months, furnish an 
indication where eggs were being laid 
and where the small hoppers will 
hatch this spring. 
During the 
fir^t three 
or 
four 
weeks a fte r hatching, the small hop­ 
pers range only a few feet from the 
place they hatched. 
Because of this 
fact, and because the hatching period 
will be extended over several weeks, 
poisoning should 
be delayed some 
time. 
F arm ers are advised to watch 
closely the places 
just 
m entioned 
where hatching may be expected to 
occur, and to poison over these re ­ 
stricted areas 
about 
three 
weeks 
a fte r the fir't small hoppers hatch in 
any considerable 
numbers.

and feed purchased as well us acre­ 
age ar d condition of crops.

The N orthw estern District is 
the only section showing less feed 
purchased than last season, and th a t 
is be< a use of the fine rains last year 
and th e abundance of gram sorghum s 
grow n in th is section. 
W e a t h e r C o n d i t i o n * 
The drouth has been very severe 
in all parts of the S tate— many sec­ 
tions having had no rain since May 
and June, 1924. 
During the months 
of Jan u ary , February 
and 
March 
good rains have fallen in some parts 
of the State enabling the farm ers in 
those sections to break their lands 
and plant crops. 
These rains were 
confined to limited areas and varied 
in am ount from less than one half 
inch to two inches, averaging I inch. 
The best rains were in a few counties 
of Southwest Texas and consider­ 
able area in northeast and east T ex­ 
as.

with the twenty-five pounds of bran. 
Squeeze the juice into

It is im portant to 
include the rinds and to chop finely as 
advised. 
Merely cu tting up with a 
knife will not do. 
The quantity nam ­ 
ed in the form ula should cover five 
acres.

The mash should be sown 
broadcast like, sowing seed. 
T n t hoppers feed in the m orning, 
and as the bait is more attractive 
when wet, it should be sown in the 
morning, before eight o'clock. Where 
the acreage to be covered s t )o great 
sowing in late evening may be re ­ 
sorted to. An ideal proceedure is to 
make up the mash in the evening, let 
stand over night and sow in the early 
m orning over th e5 places w here the 
hoppers are hatching, or if poisoning 
ha $ been delayed 
until damage is 
being done to the crops, the crop 
area should be sown well beyond the 
pl tee where dam age is being done, 
as well as a fair m argin of the grass 
land from which the hoppers me 
m igrating, to kill others that may 
later move out to the 
crops. 
The 
flakes of bran will take up moisture 
during the night, and one sowing 
should be effective for a number of 
days. 
Dead grasshoppers will 
not be 
found in g reat numbers for two or 
three days a fte r sowing the mash. 
Sown broadcast, as advised there is 
no danger to stock, and very little, 
if any danger, to poultry and wild 
bii lls.
